Hail Recently Retired. 
W ayman had recently' retired from 
office and had g o n e into a law p a r t­ 
nership with a former assistant. 
He 
had 
been conspicuous d u rin g 
his 
term iii office in the prosecution o f 
m en accused of brib ery in connection 
with the election of William P r i ­ 
m er as United Staten se n a to r; had 
been active at the close of his in­ 
cum bency in closing the vice district 
in C hicago and had 
u n d erg o n e 
a 
strain in an unsuccessful campaign 
for the Republican nom ination 
for 
governor. 
Warmed Him to Quit Work. 
For several w eeks his physicians 
had warned him th a t unless he quit 
work entirely he would die. 
Yester­ 
day he sought a physician at a hotel 
and received sim ilar advice. 
He b ec a m e g r e a t l y 
discouraged 
a n d w en t to a hospital. 
He remained at th e institution two 
hours and then went home, where he 
passed a sleepless night. 
He arouse 
this m orning, b u t did not dress, ly­ 
ing; about, the houae all day clad in 
a bath rol>e. 
L ate in lite afternoon 
he turned a revolver upon himself, 
sanding tw o bullets into his body be­ 
low the heart. 
'Efforts of the .family to conceal 
the facts of the a t t e m p t e d suicide 
resulted in the spread of sensational 
rum ors that W aym a n had been as­ 
sassinated by e o m e crim inal whose 
disfavor ho had earned d u rin g his 
work as state’s attorney, but 
the e 
were afterward disproven. 
Used Autom atic Pistol, 
Mr. Wayman shot him self with an 
autom atic pistol, th e property of one 
of his cl lento who had killed a man 
with the weapon. 
It was used 
in 
the fatal shooting of E d w ard Paul by 
C harles Lund in a labor quarrel. 
W a y m a n was d e fe n d in g Lund. 
He 
was w o rk in g on the case at ilia h o m e 
and had th e weapon before him with 
o t h e r exhibits In the case. 
A little after Ii o'clock he told Mrs. 
W a y m a n and th eir c h ild ren , who had 
com e h o m e (from school, 
that 
he 
would go to ilia room for some rest. 
Mns. W a y m a n heard the shots a few 
m i n u t e s later. 
She r a n to his room, 
h u t could not see him. 
She threw 
open th e closet door w hore lier 
a t ­ 
t e n tio n was draw n by the smell of 
b u r n e d powder.

‘‘H ave I a chance

O r. K ro h n assured h im th at he 
had a good chance and Mr. W a y m a n 
a p p e a r e d satisfied a u d Ilia condition 
grew easier.

he had a gun with him hut he didn't 
tell me that he Intended to commit 
suicide, but a year ago he told me 
that he would not stay in jail, and
